Vallkta, Malta, June DO, — The repre 
sentativo hero of tho United Press had an 
interview to-duy with several of tho sur- 
vivors of tho disaster, and tho Btories told 
by them confirm the report of the collision 
with the Cnmperdowu us telegraphed from 
Beyrout by the agent of tho United Press 
there. An officer who was an eye-witness 
of tbo whole affair, after detailing how the 
stem of the Camperdown bad atovo uu 
enormoua hole in the hull of the Victoria, 
below tho water line, and that almost im- 
mediately after tho collision tho Victoria 
began to settle, and that in four minutes 
the hull turned partly over, with her bowa 
tho water, added thut he did not see u 
single mun jump overboard until the order 
was given for every person to savo himself. 
Many of the men were good swimmers, but 
they wero unable to get a safe distance from 
the fc hip before she turned completely over 
and went down. They were Caught in tho 
vortex caused by tho foundering ship, 
and their strength and ability as 
swimmers availed nothing against tho suc- 
tion, which drew them down. When tho 
ship was lying on her beam ends tho engines 
tinued to work, and one of tho two 
BcrowB, which was, completely out of tho 
water, raced at u very high rato of speed. 
The other screw was submerged, anil iva 
revolutions caused tho water on ono side of 
the ship to How in a strong current toward 
its rapidly revolving blades. Many of tho 
men who wero swimming were caught in 
this current, and despite all thoir efforts a 
number of them were struck by the screw 
aud killed. 

Perfect discipline prevailed from the time 
the Victoria waB struck until the order was 
given to abandon the ship. A sailor, who 
was one of tho crew of tho Victoriu, said 
that ho was below when tho collision 
occurred. When ho felt tho shock ho start- 
ed to run to tho uppor deck. Tho waer 
began to paur into tho ship in an enormous 
volume immediately after the colli- 
sion. When ho reached the upper deck 
he saw Vico-Admirul Tryon and Captain 
Maurice Bourke engaged at their posts, 
livery man on duty waB at hie atation. 
Shortly ufter the 8ailnr got to tho upper 
deck the ship listed heavily to starboard, 
and an order was given to jump, and for 
every mtm to Bave himself. Until that or- 
der wua given not u man left hia poBt, al- 
though the vessel was lii-ting at such an 
anglo that it wus neoeesirj for tho men to 
hold on to supports to keep them from go- 
ing overboard. All knew the Victoria wag 
doomed, but every man stood until tho order 
to ahiindon her. The Bailor said he felt 
himself being drawn down by tho suction of 
the sinking vessel almost ua soon as ho 
jumped, but sumo way he got out of tho 
downllow of the water and was aoon after- 
wards picked up by a boat from another 
vessel. From I he time of tho collision to 
the time ho was picked up scarcely fifteen 
minutes hud elapsed. 

It is asserted that the Victoria's water- 
tight compartment!) were not closed. Tho 
men wero ordered to close them, but some 
of the bulkheads could not be shut. Capt. 
Bourke, seeing that it was impossible to 
save tho ship ordered the men to save them- 
selves as beat they could. Vice- Admiral 
Tryon remained on the vessel until aho 
Bank. Thirteen minutes after the collision 
hapened, many who succeeded in scramb- 
ling upon the bottom of the ship as she 
turned over were killed by being struck by 
the blades of the propellors. The Camper- 
down had a narrow escupo from sinking. 
When she reached Trinoli after the accident 
Bhe wub five feet down by the bows in 
consequence of the collision. Tho other 
ships of the fleet incurred a great riBk of 
colliding also. The Ompenlown is ex.

pected to arrive at Multa on Wednesday 
next. Paymaster Rickard waa rescued 
alive, but, like others, was injured by spars 
floating up from the ainking ship. All who 
witneabed the disaster describo the sight us 
moat appalling. A special dispatch re- 
ceived at Plymouth, from Multa, confirms 
the cause of tho disaster. It ia clear, be- 
yond controversy, that if the order Big- 
nulled from the Victoria had been fully 
executed, every pair of ships would have 
como into collision. Tho other vessels, 
however, observed what would happen in 
time to provent disaster to tho whole squad- 
ron. 

A despatch to the Daily Ncwh from Maltu 
«ays it is learned that the Victoria was 
Btruek slightly in tho rear of her foremast 
turret, tho ram of the Camperdown cutting 
into her its full length. The blow smushetl 
up tho foremast bulkhead of tho boiler 
room, and tho water rushing down the fun- 
nola the vessel keeled over, causing tho ex- 
plosions that wero heard as the ship sank 
Tho Times' correspondent at Multa says, 
that in spite of the interdict placed upon I be 
mouths of the survivors, he learns that Vice- 
Admiral Tryon admitted that the accident 
all his fault. R -ar Admiral Markham, 
realizing tho impossibility of executing 
tho order to deviate aixteen points 
while tho oolumns were bo cloao did nut 
respond promptly, but tho Victoria again 
signalled, " What are you doing ? " There- 
upon tho Cumperdown obeyed the order. It 
is asserted that Staff Commander Smith, of 
tho Victoria, remarked to Vioe-Admirul 
Tryon, " There ia no room for tho ships to 
turn in," but Tryon replied "Let her go." 
Then it became a question of which ship 
would strike the other. The Camperdown 
struck tho Victoria just in front of the tur- 
ret, cutting over six feet into the doomed 
vessel and leaving her figuro head on 
the Victoria's nieas deck. All the ships 
in the Beet, peeing the danger began to low- 
er and send off boats to tho aid of tho Vic- 
toria's orews, us Vice-Admiral Tryon, evi- 
dently believing that tho Victoria would 
float, ordered tho boata back to their ships. 
Tho Camperdown, nevertheless, sent her 
boats to tho rescue Admiral Tryon's chief 
anxiety wua for the safety of hia ship.

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THIRD ANNUAL MEETING 



Of the Snbscribprs and Donors to The 
Pruviucial Royal Jubilee 
Hospital. 



Gratifying Results of the Work of the 
Past Year— Report of Var- 
ious Officers. 



The third annual meeting of tho subscrib- 
ers and donorsto tho Provincial RoyalJubilee 
Hospital was h«ld at tho City Hall yester- 
day afternoon, there being present Messrs. 
Joshua Davies, chairman; Charles Hay- 
ward, W. M. Cnudley, A. Wilson, H. I). 
Htlmoken, John Braden, J. Stuart Yates, 
G. H. Brown, Thomas Shotbolt, I. Braver- 
man, F. 15. Gregory, and A. S. Potts. 

After routine business the following re- 
port of tho Board of Directors was received 
and adopted' 

Ladikb and Gentlemen : — Tho directors 
beg to submit iho third annual report of tho 
institution for the information of tho donors, 
subscribers, and the public geuerally. 

At the tit at m< etiug ol iho new board, in 
July last, Mr James Uunsmuir, a newly 
elected director, resigned, and tho vacancy 
was filled by the election of Mr. II D 
Helmekeu. At the mine meeting a report 
was ordered Co be printed in pamphlet form 
of the history of the institution, with all in- 
form itinn as to rectipts and expenditure 
from its commencement to 1st of dune, last 
year. Thia was ilu'y carried out, and near- 
ly 1,000 copies distributed, and the direq'„ rB 
are glad to tind, Iron) various sourr, a8t t [ lut 
this report bus given uroat sat [•„ riction. 

At the Becoud meeting of the new board 
a newly elected Director, Major Dupont, 
resigned, and Mr. J. Stuart Yates, ono of 
our old diieclorB, was elected to till the 
vacancy. 

In March last Mr. B Gordon resigned his 
position on i he board in consequence of bis 
removal to Winnipeg, and Mr. F. H. Wor- 
loak was eh coil to succeed him fur tho re- 
mainder of his term. 

Within a fori night from the first sittings 
of the new board, m July, the city was un- 
fortunately overtaken by an outbreak of 
smallpox. Tho municipal authorities took 
immediate action in the muter of tho selec- 
tion of a sui'able site for the erection of 
quarantine buildings, but owing to an in- 
junction having been Berved, tho corpora- 
tion found themselves temporarily pre- 
vented trom proceeding with the work. At 
this juncture, on Saturday July 9, this 
Board through the President, offered the 
Mayor the use of u portion of the hospital 
grounds whereon to eiect buildings for the 
purpose, winch offer was gludly accepted. 
Within twent\ four hours iho quarantine 
hospital was built, the patients removed 
thereto, and a piuper staff of female nurses 
from our hoapiml was in attendance. With- 
in one week four cottages, each containing 
two sick wards, nurses' room and kitchen, 
and a general ward 100 feet by '20 feet, 
wero also builr, giving available accommo- 
dation tor over lifty patients. The quar- 
antine was furnished completely from 
the stock ot tho Jubilee Hos- 
pital. While the hospital hud Bole 
charge of the quarantine station, the corpor- 
ation def nyeri all expenses. The whole of 
" the hospital g ounds were guarded and 
placed under strict, quarantine regulations. 
Our action, while relieving the city from its 
great dinger, had the effect or seriously re- 
ducing our income trom pay patients, to 
such an extern , that it, became a question 
with us whether wo would not have to close 
one ot the wards for want of funds; fortu- 
nate'y a favorable chango took place towards J Qjty Council, 
the close of last, year which rendered this 
step unnecessary. The Board, however, 
find themselves to bo considerably more in 
debt at the end of the fiscal year than they 
hail anticipated, but lb. y feel confident tho 
public, taking into consideration the valu- 
able 8ervic.es rendered ly this institution 
during i he late outbreak, will again come 
forwaid and contr ibute in the same liberal 
and hearty manner they have hither to done. 

Owing to the depressed sta'o of business 
in the city during the above mentioned 
period, and extending almost >o the present 
time, the directors did not deem it prudent 
to appeal to the public for the usual annual 
subscription ; this meant, also, a loss of 
revenue of aboui §.1 1)00 ; but us funds are 
now urgently required, and affairs gener- 
ally are locking' brighter with the turn of 
the second halt ot the year, it is to bo hoped 
tho subscribers w ill again prove as liberal as 
they possibly can. 

The proceeds of the city tax refund, 
amounting to J.'i 258 lifi, tho outcome ot a 
thoughttul suggestion trom Mr. John Dean, 
of this city, was a very welcome gift, for 
which the dinctors take the present oppor- 
tunity of i banking those liberal citizens who 
contributed to the above large amount. 

The Dupont ambulsnce, the generous gift 
of Major Dupont, duly arrived and has 
already done good service. The Board 
have to thank Mr. F. S. Barnard, M. P., 
president, and the olHcurs of the Transfer 
company fur i heir liberality in allowing the 
vehicle to remain and be taken care of in 
their building fiee of charge. 

The estimated ftes from pay patients of 
SlO,(KI0 for the present year has not been 
reached, owing principally to the cause 
previously stated; but in spite of the draw- 
back, I he total sh"W8 an increase on the 
previous year. ls!)l 92, the amount received 
for this year ))■ i n^, §8;475 00. The Board 
have every confidence the sum will reach 
812,000, provided, of course, no events oc- 
cur similur to that of the past year. 

The directors beg to report that the Moat- 
ing d< bt, §9 000 21, has been paid of ; this 
was done by a. cum g a new loan by way of 
mortgage for §25 000 through the British 
Columbia Corporation, Ltd., bearing inter- 
est at the rate of seven per cent, per an- 
num, the Bnaul paying off the old mort- 
gagjfof $ 15,000, and other charges in con- 
nection therewith. 

The whole ot i he present liabilities of $8,- 
452 25, (mortuary and furnishing account, 
$1,253 57; working account, $7,108.08,) 
have been incurred during the present year. 
The institution is now fully equipped and 
in first class working order. 

It, may be hew ctaird that the City Coun- 
cil has purchased the land adjoining thia 
institution on the Mount Tola ie road, for 
the purpose of an infectious -disease hos- 
pital, and has closed a contract for tho im- 
mediate erection of tho same; tho corpora- 
tion asked this B »urd if it would work it on 
the same lines as the quarantine station 
<when occasion arose), and this Board 
agreed to the proposition, provided financial 
and general arrangements wero satisfactorily 
made. It is to he hoped the City Council 
will now see that tho drainage of their now 
institution and that of the hospital arc 
carried out satisfactorily, and ihus remove 
a source of much anxiety to tho board of 
directors. 

On completion of tho new infectious 
hospital, the buildings on that portion of tho 
hospital grounds now occupied ua a quaran- 
tine station will be removed. 

Tho directors nre much gratifiod to find 
tho institution and its benefits havo found 



so much favor with the genoral public, not 
only in this city, but from all parts of the 
Province, and this will further be u, strong 
incentive f ir them to make the ins tit at ion 
maintain its present high standard of iffjci- 
eney in i's care and attention to the wants 
of all who may seek the benefit of the hos- 
pital. 1 

Tho report of tho Medical Officer shows a 
very large list of free patients treated, num- 
bering ISO, und 210 out door patients, thua 
it will be seen the institution is fulfilling ita 
duty to all classes of tho community. 

In December lust, Miss Mowat, the 
matron, resigned her position, much to tho 
regret of the Board, to whom she had given 
every satisfaction ; they thereupon secured 
tho services of Miss McMillan, the present 
matron, who camo from tho Kingston Gen- 
eral Hospital, and has carried out her dut ies 
in tho most exemplary manner, this lady 
was the choice of the original Board on the 
opening of tho institution, but her qualitieB 
were considered so highly of at that time 
by tho Board ut Kingston that they de- 
clined to release her from her duties at that 
time, and reluctantly did so on her accept- 
ance of her appointment hero. 

Dr. Richardson has continued his earnest, 
efforts iu every way for tho bucciss of the 
institution during the past yeur, uud the 
harmonious working of the whole stuff 
under bin control is worthy o- all commend- 
ation; i!>o training school for nurses is ii, 
active operation, and is fully dealt with in 
his appended ri port. 

In January last, the Board established a 
department for tho free- treatment of dis- 
eases of the eye. Drs. O. M. Jones ana m.. 
S. Wade wero unanimously appointed 
ophthalmic surgeons to attend to free 
patients on Thursdays and Fridays of each 
week. 

This Board trusts that the lady managers 
of tho Maternity Home will see their wuy 
to the erection of a building iu a portion of 
the hospital grounds offered to them for 
that purpi se.

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the position of attending physician to the 
institution. Dr. O Meredith Jones was 
appointed his successor. 

The lighting of the institution is still done 
with coal oil, and the directors viewing the 
great expense of gas or electric light, see 
no reason tor making any change, ut present. 
The heating arrangements during tho past 
severe winter were considerably improved 
owing to the hot water pipes being wrapped 
in felt, and tho temperature of the building 
thereby considerably improved : more c ue 
was taken iu attending to tho furnaces by 
the application of some new arrangements 
in working the same. 

The item ot laundry work is still exceed- 
ingly heavy, but until the necessary drain- 
age is completed by the city, this cost, 
taking into account the encrmoua amount of 
the work carried on ut the hospital is not 
likely to be materially lessoned. 

This Board has fully discussed the ques- 
tion of erecting a crematory on the grounds 
for the disposal of drainage, gurbage, etc, , 
but in tho absence of uuy favorable reports 
from those in operation elsowhere, has de- 
cided not to proceed in this direction until 
it has some definite idea of tho city drain- 
age question. 

Press of room for the working staff also 
led to the desirability of erecting a separate 
residence on tho hospital grounds for the 
resident medical officer, but in the absence 
of uny available funds for this purpo<e the 
subject has to remain in abeyance for tho 
presen t. 

The City Council carried out the arrange- 
ment if last vear, voting and handing over 
thesum of §2,000, thus enabling the Board 
to draw the exi ru Government grant of u 
similar amount. ; on the Council estimates 
fortius ye ir the same amount appears, 
$2,000. This sum is very f ir from adequate 
amount, that, should be paid by tho 
iew of the number of free 
pauents treated, according to the inoilical 
report, in number .'f'JO, which, if each case 
was only treated one week, at .?.">, would 
amount to the large Bum of $1,950. This 
Ho.rd is hopeful, in view of the good work 
done by the hospital, the City Council will 
see its way clear towards materially increas- 
ing this grant. 

'1 he old French hospital has proved a 
good help to the general funds. The rental 
of $100 p<"r month is to be discontinued in 
the coming mon'h, the City Council having 
given notice that they intend moving the 
Old Men's Home to Ross Bay ; the directors 
hope, however, to get another tenant after 
a time, and still consider, when property 
prospects again improve, that this building 
will prove a most valuable aBset. 

The directors also return their heartfelt 
thanks to Mrs. G. A Mc lavish, lady presi- 
dent, and the members of the Ladies' 
Auxiliary committee, tor the splendid re- 
sults of $2,!I74 03 from tho bazaar held in 
June last, and ihe annual ball in October, 
and trust that they will not bo considered 
as over sanguine in asking them to continue 
their efforts, ua far as they can possibly do 
consistently with their own private engage- 
ments. 

The list of donations has also consider- 
ably fallen ofi from the previous year. While 
this was in some measure compensated for 
by the receipt of the city tax refunds, til's 
source of revenue ia not likely to occur 
again, and it is, therefore, urgently desired 
the public will continue their benefactions 
on as liberal a scale us hitherto. 

Their thanks are also duo to Captain John 
Irving for his various acts of kiadneee. 
The directors havo ugain, with much 



asuro, to thank all tho visiting medical 
officers for their great attention at all 
times, and their indefatigable exertions on 
all occasions to promote tho welfare and 
popularity of the institution. 

The Minister of Marine of the Dominion 
Government communicated with this Board 
during the past year ua to tho reception of 
sick Beamen, but satisfactory arrangements 
could .not be effected. 

The directors beg to sincerely thank the 
very numerous donors of fruit, flowers, 
books, poultry, and iufact. gifts of every de- 
Bcripi ion, most of the same have been duly 
acknowledged in tho public press by the 
matron. 

The thanks of the Board are due to 
Messrs. Yutcs Jay & Russell, Mr. E. C. 
Buker, and especially to tho Board of Trade 
for the free use of their rooms for holding 
the meetings of the Board. 

This B nird is also grateful to tho King's 
Daughters for the efforts put forth by them 
in furnishing a room set up art for the care 
of children und also for their kind gift 
of an invalid chair. 

In accordance with the act of Incorpora- 
tion the six remaining first Directors viz : 
Joshua Davies, A. C. Flumerfolt, William 
M. Chudley, George Byrnes, William C. 
Ward and E. A. McQua.de retire by rota- 
tion, but arc eligible for reelection. 

Tho Honorary Treasurer'sstutement of ac- 
counts and report is likewise appended, as 
also that of tho Auditor, und gives a com- 
pleto statement of the financial standing of 
the institution to the 31st of May, ISM. 

In conclusion the directors confidently 
appeal to the general public for fundi to dis- 
charge tho outstanding liabilities, and al- 
though the expenses may appear heavy, the 
great amount of good und efficient Bervicu 
the institution accomplishes can only ha 
done by having a full staff of employes with 
thorough equipments und service, und in a 



TREASURERS REPORT. 
Tho following report ot the Honorary 
Treasurer was read and adopted : 

The Honorary Treasurer begs to submit 
his third unuual financial statement of the 
Provincial Koyal Jubileo Hospital, to May 
31, 1893, Tho balance on hand at the com- 
mencement of the fiscal year, ut the Bank 
of British Columbia, was $138 03, and at its 
close there is tho sum of $121) 59 to credit 
of the institution iu tho same bank, and 
$323 on hand with tho Hon. Treasurer. 

Tho past year has been a very trying ono 
financially for tho institution, as the hope 
expressed iu tho report of last year that the 
revenue would be considerably increased up 
to $10,0(10 from pay patients has not been 
fulfilled, owing to tho epidemic of 1892 ; 
uud although tho amount received from this 
luss of patients, $8,-187 IS, is un increase 
on the previous year of §947.73, some por- 
tion of Huh arises from the increased scale 
of fees charged, and tho remainder earned 
principally Bince tho month of December 
last.* It ia eafe to say the estimated increase 
of $2,011(1 from pay patients was entirely 
lose curing the months of July, August, 
September and October, when tho institu- 
tion \xa« almost deserted by thoso who 
could afford, to pay elsewhere, owing to the 
presence of tho quarantine station. The 
large number of indoor and outdoor free 
patients attended to, according to tho doc- 
tor's report, has also formed u heavy charge 
on tho expenditure for the past year. 

The Government grant of $10 000 and 
that of the City Council for $'.',(100 were 
duly paid over, and for the current year the 
Guvemmint estimates are based on the 
same conditions us lust year, viz. ; $8,000 
grant, and another $2 000, conditionally 
that tho City Council contribute a similar 
sum of $2,000. This amount has been 
pluced on the city estimates for tho year, 
but has not yet been finally passed by the 
Board of Aldermen; there is no doubt, this 
will be done in duo course. A larger sum 
from tho corporation would be very wel- 
come if viewed from the point of the great 
services rendered by the institution to the 
city during its severe emergency, and would 
bo no more than its due, to straighten the 
immense loss of revenue which occurred 
during the aforesaid period. 

Tho receipts from " Hospital Sunday 
Fund," $lil)S,5j, Bhow a slight falling off us 
compared With the previous year, due, no 
doubt, to the depressing events of last yeur 
und the ubsence of a great many visitors 
and citizens, who left the city until the 
public health had recovered und confidence 
was restored. This fund can, without a 
doubt, be made to produce $1,000 annually, 
and it ia to bo hoped the ministers and 
clergy of ull denominations will continue 
their kind efforts to assist tho Board in 
keeping this us a continuous sourco of 
revenue; the usual circulars to tho clorgy 
will probably be issued during July asking 
their assent to a simultaneous date for tho 
annual collections. 

Tho amounts realized by tho Ladies 
Auxiliary committee, §2,974 03, from tho 
bazaar and annual ball, are also consider- 
ably above tho previous year's receipts. 
\Vorda fail to convey the thanks of the 
Board for suoh substantial results from the 
unwearied labor and exertions of the Lady 
President and her active colleagues. Tho 
future hoard of directors will be fortunate it 
they can retain a continuation of such valu- 
able assistance. 

The city tuxes refunded, $3,258 CO, were 
most thankfully received, snd enabled a 
considerable amount of liabilities to be met 
ut u lime when the revenue of the hospital 
was erectly depressed. Theamount produced 
was hirdly up to thesum the Biard had an- 
ticipated; they were nevertheless deeply 
grateful to thoso citizens who did subscribe. 
Such a windfall as this is not likely to occur 
again, and as a matter of course no future 
revenue can he expected from it. 

The list of annual subsenbets hag again 
disapp artd; this is also a loss of nearly 
$.'1,0(10 from the previous yeur'a receipts, the 
state of business in this city has been so dull 
during the lust seven or eight months that 
the directors avoided appealing to tho pub- 
lic. As funds are now, however, urgently 
required to meet the liabilities incurred, 
they now do so with confidence for liberal 
contributions at an early dato. 

A satisfactory mortgage has been arranged 
since the last annual statement with tho 
British Columbia Corporation Ltd , for $-'5,- 
000 at 7 per cent, per annum; this enabled 
the old mortgage of $15 000 with expenses 
to be discharged, and the whole of the float- 
ing debt., amounting to $9,000 27, has been 
paid off. Tho consolidation into one sum of 
$25,000 has relieved the Board of great 
anxiety, although tho interest thereon, 
$1,750 per annum, will provo a heavy 
weight, but the directors have no doubt 
the public will support them in tho future 
fully as liberally us in the past. With much 
regret the announcement has to be made 
that the City Council recently gave notice 
of its tenancy termination next month of 
tho French hospital, occupied as the Old 
Mens' Home, which will entail a further 
loss of revenue of $1,200. 

No bequests or legacies have been re- 
ceived by tho institution during the past 
year; it Is, however, hoped our wealthy 
citizens will hear the institution in mind. 
The French hospital can bu either rented or 
disponed of by tho Board, to any person 
charitably inclined to found a similar insti- 
tution for aged and pocr females, and is 
moat conveniently situated. 

Tho present liabilities $8,452 25 ore 
heavy, but when the immense mass of work 
performed ut tho institution is considered 
(afier a perusal of the various detailed re- 
ports now submitted) it will bo readily seen 
that to keep up strict efficiency and com- 
fort, the expenses must of necessity be large; 
the benefits of the institution are now ad- 
mitted all over tho Province, and it will un- 
doubtedly considerably increase its revenue 
in the future, provided, of course, that no 
unforeseen calamity occurs. Every known 
liability has been charged up in the present 
aocounts, and tho hospital being fully 
equipped and furnished, no heavy expendi- 
ture ia expected for a considerable period. 

No appeal has been made to tho workmen 
in various factories for tho past year, owing 
to tho causes previously mentioned in this 
report; in the coming year some organiza- 
tion will probably be undertaken to enable 
them to tune more interest in it;: working 
iinil support. Tho Honorary Treasurer 
aotild again remark (as in u. previous re- 
port) thut from tho known number of work- 
ing men in tho city, if they would only ar- 
range to contribute ten cents per week, a 
una of over $10,000 per annum would be 
available for the hospital, « 

The assess of the institution have only 
been placed at cos', and it is gratifying to 
tho Board to find tho recent vuluation, on 
liehulf of tho mortgagees, so fully bears out 
tho good judgment of the original purchase, 
and the moderate cost of construction and

DOMINION DAY. 

Tho Dominion of Canada enters to-d.y 
upon the tiventy-soveuth year of its exist- 
ence aa a Confederation. Have its people, 
in looking back ovor the twenty-six years 
which have elapsed sinco the britisb North 
America .Act was passed, reason to feel 
proud of what they have accomplished? 
Has united Canada realized the hopes of the 
framers of its constitution or fulfilled the 
doleful prophecies of the opponents of con- 
federation ? 

TlieBe are questions which, in one form or 
other, thoughtful Canadiuns aro asking 
themselves, and to which it is right to seek 
fur fair and truthful answers. 

When the Dominion was formed in ISO", 
there lay between Lake Superior und the 
Rocky Mountains a vast wilderness, ovi r 
which one might travel for wotks without 
amling hardly anything but the scattered 
firta of tho Hudson Biy Company, or meet- 
ing a human being except the Iudun of the 
plains, or, perhaps, aomo adventurous is 
plorer. But this land contained gieat lukeH 
and noble rivers, and had a soil surpass* d 
by nine in fertilit y. Its possibilities were 
incalculable. To day it forms the home of 
a busy thriving population, and though m4- 
liona of acres lie waiting the hand of tho 
cultivator, it is now known to bo ono of the 
great, sources of the wheat Bupply of the 
world. 

On the Eastern alope of tho Rocky Moun- 
tains great herds of cattle feed, and through 
out the whole region towns and citiea huve 
3prung and are springing up, if not with 
•the rapidity which characterizes eome of 
those of our Southern neighbors, still quite 
as fast aa tho ueceesity of the country re- 
quires. 

One need not bo very old to recall the 
time when, if a friend left one of the East- 
ern provinces for the Eraser river or the 
JL'aoifio Coast, the parting was looked upon 
as life long, and months passed bt-foie news 
of hia arrival could reach his old home. 
Now the traveller from Halif ix can reuoh 
Victoria in less than a week, and, if need 
S»e, a telegram can almost immediately in- 
form hia friouds that he has reached hia 
journey 'a end. In our own Province, the 
surveyor, the lumberman, tho miner and 
tho builder have effected greot chungis. 
In the years that have passed since Briton 
Columbia cast in its lot with its sister pio- 
vinccs, ita resources huve become widely 
known and, to no small extent, developed 

The provinces of the Dominion have found 
new markets for their various products, and 
have learnt d to manufacture many things 
which they formerly purchased from their 
neighbors. A wider hold has been opened 
to the enterprise of their inhabitants, of 
which they havo not been slow to avail 
themselves. 

Wo havo, sinco tho ship of State was 
launched, lost more than one great a tales- 
man, but othera havo been found who cun 
safely bo trusted to command and guide her 
oven through troublous w iters. 

Canadians, of cnurae, aro not always rat- 
isfiod. They have, as others, their periods 
of depreasion, and tho voice of tho croaker 
is over beard in the land ; but hard times 
have uot come to them ofteuer than to their 
neighbors, nor are they wanting in the for- 
titude and self-reliance necessary to carry 
them through times of trouble. They havo 
not always acted wisely, nor done what was 
right, but they have shown a disposition to 
correct their mistakes and to cure their 
faults. 

Tlie impression that a backward glance 
over tho years that havo intervened aincu 
Confederation leaves ix, that as Canadians 
wo need not bo ashamed of our progress. 
Jhe men of tbia generation have done a 



great deal to help to mako a country in 
which their successors can livo in plenty und 
prosperity. What Canada needs to-day ure 
more men to till her fertile fields, and capi- 
tal, energy, enterpiise and labor to develop 
her resources. The experiment of union 
has awakened a spirit of mutual helpfulness 
ui d healiby rivalry among the various pro- 
vinces, and has not decreased our love for 
tho Mother Country, of whose family we 
are proud to think the Dominion of Canada 
is not an unworthy or an unimportant mem- 
ber. 



POLITICAL COWARDICE. 

The Liberals, in convention assembled, 
Mere certainly uot courageous. They were 
afraid to express themselves openly and 
plainly on questions on which a difference 
of opinion exists in their own party. They 
shirked the question of prohibition, aud 
they were afraid even to mention the 
Manitoba school question in their platform. 
The Liberals, aa u party, have no opinions 
on either of these important questions. 
With regard to Prohibition, they intend to 
fish for un opinion. They have recom- 
mended a piehiaeite, which ia evidently as 
much as to say wo have no opinions of our 
own, and no principles, hut aro ready to 
adopt those approved by the nmj rity. The 
p'ebisci'e in Canada ia adopted by weak- 
kneed, invertt brute politicians, in order to 
Shelve for a seubon a question on which it is 
inconvenient to take a stund. When tho 
plebiscite is taken, many of these boneless 
politicians will riud some pretext to put off 
its consideration constitu i.iually. 

Tnis way of dealing with u question will 
not raiao the Li her a la in tho esteem of the 
people. The electors have u respect for 
political boldness even when I hey are op- 
posed to the cause that is plu !<tly advo- 
cated, and they feel a contempt for tho men 
who are too cowardly to stand up for a 
ciuse until it is proved that they will lose 
nothing by csp ■uaiug it. The waiters upon 
the popular will, are a poor lot, and not to 
be depended upon. 

Besides, the plebescite is unknown to the 
constitution, II tho framers of the consti- 
tution believed that it was necessary to up- 
peul to tho people in order to find out 
whether or uot a muj irity is in favor of uny 
given courso of action, they would have 
made provision for it. They evidently be- 
lieved that the men in favor of any pro- 
posed reform, would have the courage and 
the hones'y to advocate it when it 
*U8 unpopulur, and to educate tho public 
mind with regard to it, aud that they would 
couaider it worth fighting for. But Can- 
udian Liberals have, it appeurs, found what 
they consider a safer way. They allow the 
advocates of a measure to prepare the pub- 
lic mind for its reception, und 
yr u n it haa been proved that the 
work has been done suc:etssfu ly, they sn p 
in and reap whero they havo not sown. 
This is clever, but is it manly '! We can un- 
del stand thoso who Bay, " representative 
bodies are not to bo trusted, that they do 
nut alwuya faithfully represent tho public 
will, and wo therefore believo that the peo- 
ple bhould have the privilege of voting upon 
all laws directly. " This ia the "referen- 
dum " But the Liberals do not propose to 
extend the power to the people. They in- 
tend to go on a kind of exploring excursion. 
When they discover in what direction the 
current of pnpulur opinion runs, they will, 
without risk, steer in that direction. 



"CANADIAN ISM." 

Tho Toronto Globe speaks iu terms of 
commendation of tho growth of Canudion- 
ism in the Dominion. That Canadians 
should love their own country and be proud 
of it ia only natural. But such love is i ot 
inconsistent with a strong and deep affec- 
tion for tho nation of which Canada is a 
part, and a feeling of pride iu belonging to 
a people that have done so much for the 
world and become so great. Thia ia a kind 
of family prido which Canadians ought to 
feel and which they would do well to 
cherieh. The British Canadian must feel 
glad that ho has a share in the glorious tra- 
ditions of the British people, aud that in 
his veins runs the blood of a race that has 
won distinction in every department of 
human, endeavor. This feeling of Britith 
nationality which pi rvudea the pe' pie of 
Canada ia a healthy feeling. It is, we i re 
convinced, the interest of Canadiuns, as we 
believe it is their desire, to feel 
mid act ua if tho connection be- 
tween their country und Greut Britain 
is indissoluble. They should see that 
something stronger than a mere sentiment 
keeps them together. Tho continuation of 
the greatness of Great Britain, we are con- 
vinced, depends upon her maintaining and 
making stronger the bond that conceals her 
with her colonies, und wo aro quite as 
strongly convinced that In no way can tho 
development of Canada be so rap'd, so 
symmetrical and 6n heal by us by its becom- 
ing more closely united with the Mother 
C untry. A confederated British Empire 
ia not a mere dream, but it is well on tho way 
of becoming an nee unplished fact, 

Wlut would be the fate of Canada fepar- 
uto from Great Britain ? A short period, it 
may be, of apparent independence, to be quick- 
ly followed by political union with the United 
States. Would not the position of Can- 
adians, when their country becomes an in- 
tegral part of the British Kmpiro, be in every 
respect, better und higher than it would be if 
their country were split up into u number 
of divisions and merged into tho United 
Slates. It is becoming every year more 
apparent that the commercial advantages of 
annexation havo been very greatly over- 
rated. The material and social condition 
tho people of the United StateB, man for 
man, ia not preferable to that of the inhab- 
itants of the Dominion, and the more that 
is known of tho political aystem of our 
neighbors and the results it ia producing, 
tho leas inclined wo ure. ua a people, to join 
our lot with theirs. It ia very ijueationuble 



whether the people of Canada would be 
moro prosperous — better off in a material 
senBO-after joining Iho United States than 
they aro now, and it will have to bo ad- 
mitted that politically tho change would be 
very much for tho worse. Independence, it 
is admitted by leading annexationists, ia for 
Canada un impossibility. The true alterna- 
tive for Canadians is, therefore, tho contin- 
uation of British connection or annexation. 
Canadianiam, in a, national sense, will never 
have an existence. Tho choice for Cana- 
diuuB ib, therefore, loyalty to Great Britain 
and to Canada, because it is an inseparable 
part of Great Britain, or atlegiunco to tho 
Republic of the United States. 

Mr. Liurier, tho other day, spoke aa if it 
were tho duty of Canadians to prefer Canada 
to Great Britain in ull matters in which the 
interests of tho two countries clashed ot 
uppoured to clash. YV o wonder what would 
bo thought of the public muu in the United 
States who, in a party address, maintained 
that the citizen's duty waa to his Stato first 
und to the United States next. That is not 
the American idea of loyalty, and it should 
not be the Canadian. We hope, and wo 
believe, that tho time ia not far distant 
when a Canadian public man will no moro 
think of avowing preference for Canada, iu 
matters of national concern, than a Maine 
politician will of putting the interests, real 
or fancied, of tho Stato of Maine before 
those of the United States.

VICTORIA WEST COMPLAINS 



Ratepayers of t lie North Ward Who 
Feel That Their Interests 
are Neglected, 



Ami Who Accordingly Puss Strong- 
Resolutions Coudt-mnaiory of 
the City Council. 

The ratepayers of Victoria West held a 
largely attended mass meeting in their pub- 
lic hall last evening, for the purpose t f (lis 
cussing und expressing an opinion upon the 
course adopted by the present Aldernianic 
Board, more especially us regards the dis- 
trict generally known as " Victoria West." 
Mr. Waru< r waa voted to the chair, and 
Mr. F. Shakespeare selected ub secretary 
There were no mtmberu of I ho Council pre- 
sent, although the representatives of the 
North ward at least han been t xpeoted. 

" I informed Aid. Bragg of iho meeting, 
and n quested htm to uuuiiiiuuic »te with hu 
colleagues and utteud with them," the 
chairman explained. " I told hun we had 
three nice ropes tor tho aldermen of the 
ward, atid would give tht m a hearty wel- 
come. I hope it did not scare limn away." 
Whereat there waa both laughter and ap- 
plause. 

Tho matters of fire protection — or rather 
its absence — Btreet rtpalts, sidewalk con- 
struction, definition of street lines, street 
lighting, civic loans, aud wurd ledistribu- 
lion, weio each referred to at length, und a 
series of resolutions adopted, all of which 
were carried unanimously, ome generul und 
some Bpeuino. 

Mr. Beaumont Hoggs, who introduced the 
first rtsolutiou, secouued by Mr. A Wat 
eon, apparently voiced the fet ling of the 
Intel ing, for tiis remaika were lib rally 
applauded, and the points made echoed by 
bUUBtqut-ni speakeis. 

'•Our present Council,' 1 he said, " arc 
not lining any actual or p actica! work. 
They meet — very tiiqueutly it is true — but 
muBl of their time is i-peut in petty bicker- 
ings and ustl bs dhcussiou. liny are not 
doing their duiy to the city, nor are they 
redeeming the promises on which tht J! 
secured eh c ion. B-tier fire pro't-e ion was 
promised Victoria West; n nereis it? Still in 
the vague and Uo certain distatn e And as 
the mouths pass aud it is uot forthcoming, 
one by one buddings in Victoria West ate 
being destroyed by tire, which, had the dlS 
trict any sort ot protection, might easily 
have been aaved. Better no apology for 
lire protection ; unless a cnange comes soon 
insurat ce companies cannot be blamed for 
advancing rates, as mey will assuredly bo 
compelled to Improved street lighting and 
a,n official map went promised. Where are 
they? Coal oil lamps would be bolter than 
nothing, yet not, oven lamps a-o offered." 
Mr. Bo^gs concluded by offering Hie ap- 
pend) d i t solution, which waa adopted with- 
out, dissent : 

"That in the opinion of this meeting tho 
interests of Vic oria West have been neg- 
lected by the representatives of tho North 
Ward in tho City Council." 

Mr. Boggs ntxr offered the following, 
seconded by Mr. J. W. Clierry, which was 
also unanimously adopted : 

"That in the opinion of this Council the 
North Ward is much too largo and should 
be divided so as to nntke Victoria West a 
separate ward." 

With Captain Geudin as a seconder, Mr 
Hoggs then presented a ihird resolution, 
also genera', and which was al"0 adopted : 

" That thiB meeting condemns the 
present system of reducing tho assessment 
on property for those who appeal to the 
Court of Revision, without u similar reduc- 
tion ou the adjoining property of uth>r tux 
payers, similarly situated, who do not ap- 
peal " 

Messrs. Bishop, Shakespeare, Warner, 
Captain tlaudin and min is followed, their 
speeches leferrirg to the general conduct ot 
civic affairs, aud to the pressing require- 
ments of Victoria W( st. Then came the 
introduction and passage of the following 
series of resolutions of loc il character, in 
the oider of their publication :

"MovtdhyMr. Boega, seconded by Mr. 
Watson, and resolved : That this meeting 
requests the immediate provision of ebotric 
lighting, or other street illumination for this 
district." 

" Moved by Mr. Boggs, seconded by Mr. 
R, Semple, and reselved : That in the 
opinion of this meeting it is desirable that a 
sidewalk be laid on the Craigil iwer Road, 
between tho railroad bridge and the new 
E-qnimult road " 

"Moved by Mr. Shakespeare, seconded 
by Mr. Watson, ami resolved: That the City 
Council bo rf quested to have the railroad 
fence crossiut; the o'd E quimalt Road re- 
moved and the street at that point, gruded 
sufficiently to be passable for teams " 

By a subsequent special resolution, Mr.

Cycle Starting Gear. 

Ono of tho novelties of tho national 
cycle show in London was a starting 
gear, which is likely to be of great serv- 
ice to cyclists.

at Present— Advice to Travelers by Sea 
and Land— How to Tljit the World's Fuir

OW much nicer 
it would bo for 
all of us if wo 
had a national 
costume like the 
•women in soino 
of tho European 
countries! There 
would be no ri- 
valry, no strain- 
ing to keep up 
with the proces- 
sion of other 
women, no study- 
ing of fashion 
plates nor tears 
over tho impossi- 
ble. We could bo 
60 much freer and have so much more 
timo to devoto to tho things wo liked 
best, hut us it isn't so there is no UoO 
fretting about it. Still my imagination 
will picture u, theater full of women, all 
with full stuff petticoats and fancy vel- 
vet waists, with snowy white tuckers 
and sleevesand stiff while caps and per- 
haps wooden .-lines, and with barbaric 
silver and gold buckles and ornaments. 
Of course we would all bo in the same 
general fashion, butwonldn't Mime man- 
ago to get a more stylish till to their 
capsorfitto their garments, and wouldn't 
there be in some maimer or other a 
chance for invidious comparison? 

Perhaps it is not so very much worse 
now than it would he if things were 
changed, and on the whole, when it oc- 
curs to me, as it does just now, that tho 
fashion writer's occupation would be 
gone, I guess we will let fashion run 
riot if she wants to and do about as she 
likes. 

Just at the present moment tho princi- 
pal question is to get a sort of traveling 
cloak— ono for sea travel, for tho moun- 
tains, for tho railroad, but most particu- 
larly a wrap is required for tho Chicago 
fair. For this purpose ono is required 
that will bo light to wear, not too warm, 
but yet ono that can ho made a trifle 
warmer for tho cold, raw winds that 
striko Chicago occasionally even in tho 
heat of summer. 

And another qualification is made nec- 
essary by the desirability of having a 
wrap that will cover the dress, as few 
caro to burden themselves with many 
gowns in Chicago, or indeed on a trip 
to Europe. For tbeso purposes one finds 
in tho best houses or can have made to 
order newmarkets in any material suit- 
able, from waterproof silk to stout tweed. 
For these newmarkets tho favorite fab- 
ric is tweed, with cheviot next. There 
are many varieties and patterns and col- 
ors, but the most of them aro of a sub- 
dued tint. The best and most stylish 
and useful one that I havo seen was 
made of clouded wool with black rep 
silk sleeves and with a postiche cape to 
it, which can be left aside when it is 
warm.

night it is better to wear a night wrap 
of colored outiug flannel, niado as nearly 
as possible liho a. day dress. If any sud- 
den accident occurs, as is always pos- 
sible, one is not in such a complete des- 
habille This should bo worn on trains 
as well, and in addition to this wrapper 
thero should bo a fascinator or some- 
thing similar to put around tho head on 
cars, as thero is always a draft of air, 
however closely tho curtains are drawn.

Cold cream rubbed over tho face and 
wiped olf with a. soft cloth and a littlo 
rico powder then dusted on will keep 
tho most delicate skin from injury from 
dust, cinders or the alkali deserts. Keep- 
ing gloves onall tho time .saves tlio hands. 
A surgeon's bandage always goes into 
my handbag andasmall smelling bottle, 
for accidents aro always possible, and a 
ready bandage may save a life. 

When 1 start on a trip, i have learned 
to provido food enough to'last at least 'J I 
hours in east) anything occurred to delay 
a train. It is usually of a highly con- 
centrated kind, and as I have traveled 
about 60,000 miles I think it is not say- 
ing too much to assert that no one can 
travel six: hours without Buffering if one 
cannot obtain nourishment. If your 
train is delayed, you aro enabled to wait 
without injury to yourself, and you can 
gem raily find some ono thankful to 
accept your hospitality. A littlo dry tea 
chewed will refresh ono greatly when 
none can be made hot . 

For a woman a thick veil is a necessity 
and a fall a luxury, while a good sendee- 
able sun umbrella is constantly needed. 
If the pockets to the newmarkets and 
ono in I he dross are all made long enough, 
ono needs iio small bag. The "dress 
hat" should be one that will stand con- 
siderably hard usage, if ono is considered 
necessary at all.

In preparing for foreign travel most 
persons get a very heavy wrap. Ono 
young friend of mine who is now abroad 
wrote mo a special letter regarding the 
heavy newmarket she took, and which 
has proved a backaclung burden to her 
ever since she reached tho shore. The 
traveler naturally wants to see all she 
can, but the weight of the coat makes 
her tired in a -short time, and t hen all the 
rest of tho hours in that day become a 
drag and a weariness. 

Another pretty and useful model for a 
steamer or World's fair trip is of mix- 
ture with half tight front and princess 
hack buttoned half way down in front, 
and, like tho other, having two deep, 
roomy pockets. This one has a circular 
lined capo of the same material, with a 
full collar over the top.

WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 

Women Mjiy He Delegates to New York's 
Const! t utioual Convention. 

The conservative old stato of New 
York sometimes makes a break in tho 
direction of modern progress on tho 
woman question, These breaks aro rare, 
but when ono does come it counts. Of 
such a kind is tho law passed at tho last 
session of tho state legislature providing 
that women may bo delegates to tho 
stato constitutional convention in 1804. 
There will be 17") delegates, ~> from each 
senatorial district and 15 at large. But 
the clause of the act in which women 
aro interested especially is tho following: 
Tho electors may elect as delegate any 
male or femalo citizen abovo tho age of 
21 years — that is to say, for tho first 
timo in the history of any American 
state except Wyoming, women aro to bo 
admitted as delegates to a constitutional 
convention. This victory for the rights 
of women is owed largely to tho able 
generalship of Lillio Devereux Blake. 
Sho is to bo congratulated. She and her 
soldiers will seo to it that women are 
elected as delegates, at least a small 
number of them. If enough representa- 
tives of liberal sentiment can be sent to 
the convention, then it is certain that a 
clause will bo inserted in the new con- 
stitution making sex no bar to tho full 
rights of" American citizenship. The 
women of other states in which constitu- 
tional conventions are contemplated 
should take a hint from this history. If 
New Y'ork can afford to let women be 
delegates to its constitutional conven- 
tion, then other states certainly can. 

Tho ladies of New Orleans have be- 
come ashamed of the unpleasant notori- 
ety their city- has gained as the head- 
quarters of prizefighting in the world 
and havo organized a movement for the 
suppression of these exhibitions of feroc- 
ity. Success to them. 

My opinion may not be altogether un- 
prejudiced, but it is that Mrs, Palmer 
made a better speech at the opening of 
tho World's fair than President Cleve- 
land did. Read the two following sen- 
tences from their respective addresses: 
Said the president, '-|t is an exalt 
mission in which we and our guests 
from ot her lands are engaged as wo co- 
operate in tho inauguration of an enter- 
prise devoted to human enlightenment, 
and in the undertaking wo here enter 
upon we exemplify in the noblest sense 
tho brotherhood of nations." Said Mrs. 
Palmer, "Wo now dedicate the Woman's 
building to an elevated womanhood, 
knowing t hat by so doing we shall best 
serve the cause of humanity." 

As heavy a blow as any the temperance 
cause has ree< ived is the personal quarrel 
in which somo of its prominent women 
advocates are indulging. 

Mrs. Cornelia (J. Aspinvvall has ap- 
plied for a divorce from her husband 
because! lie did not support her in the' 
stylo she wished. That was no proper 
cause for divorce. If -Mr. Aspinwull did 
not. support Cornelia as handsomely as 
sho desired, why did not Cornelia go to 
work and earn money and support, her- 
self in that style:' 

Let if bo recorded and not forgotten 
that the first martyr in the cause of suf- 
frage for tint common people in Belgium 
was a woman . Let, it hi! recorded, too, 
that sho died fighting to gain suffrage 
for men — not for women. Undoubtedly 
tho great uprising of t lit; people and 
striko of the workmen gained manhood 
suffrage. Women joined tho rioters in 
tho streets, and with Hashing eye and 
ringing voice urged on tho men to Ieav-3 | 
their work and besiege tho house of par- 
liament—to light, if need b< — till tho 
right to vote was gained. The mob of 
strikers at Joliment fought desperately | 
with clubs, stones and gnus. The gen- 
darmes charged into their midst, striking 
and .slashing right and left. One of the 
sword strokes cut down a woman who I 
was urging the strikers on. When tho 
crowd was forced back, her dead body 
was found lying in the street where she 
fell. The worhingmen of Belgiumshould 
raiso a noble monument to her, this wom- 
an who gave her life to establish suffrage 
for them.

The French hospital has only 
been credited at the assessed value this year, 
$4,07)0, there is no lien or charge whatever 
on it, and when property improves in value 
it will form a most valuable asset. 

The expenditure ou the institution in this 
city (exclusive of the cost of land) has ex- 
ceeded the sum of Slo'0,000 Bines its com- 
mencement to this date. It is estimated it 
will cost $25,000 to work tho institution in 
the coming fiscal year. To cover this thero is 
the Government grant, 810,000, the city 
graut on tho estin ates, S-,000, tho expected 
income from pay patients, £10,000; the 
average sum received from the public in the 
shape of donations and subscriptions, and 
all other sources for tho past three years 
has averaged $0,500 per annum, including a 
liko amount lor the current year; also there 
will bo a probable deficiency of $5,000 at 
the end of the deal year. 

The report of tho auditor, C. G. Wylly, 
is herewith appended.

His placo is being ably filled 
by Ur. O. M. Jones. 

The Training School for Nuraos is in a 



nourishing conditior. During the pust year 
three nurses have graduated, and the eager- 
ness with which their professional services 
are Bought and retained is evidence of their 
ability.
